District Attorney Wants to Help and Assures 
Silence of Newspapers 


“The man who is accidentally 
connected with a crime, or who is 
threatened with blackmail because 
someone has knowledge of un- 
ethical or even immoral actions on 
his part, will save himself untold 
misery if he will immediately con- 
fide in the district attorney, the 
chief of police, at least his own 
lawyer,” declared District Attor- 
ney John E. Blank yesterday. 

Even the authorities have no 
idea of the amount of tribute paid 
to underworld denizens by men 
and women who have become en- 
meshed in their toils, yet they 
never insure silence, for these 


criminals are sure to gossip. 

The statement was inspired by

“It will be noticed that all 
Alexander Stream’s millions were 
unable to save him and in real life, 
killers, no matter how much their 
deeds may be justified, are usually 
not acquitted by juries,” said Mr.
